FEUD BEGAN 
~ WITH ELOPEMENT 


With Tom Howard. 


MANY KILLINGS FOLLOWED. 


Feud Arose Over Stray Cattle and Has 
Grown Step by Step for a 
Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

MADISONVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 29.—The 
McGhee-Howard feud has broken out again, 
and at this week's killing the Jones family 
became involved. The Jones people are re- 
lated to the McGhees by marriage. Both the 
McGhee and Howard families are closely 
related to the family of R. T. ‘Wilson of 
New York, whose daughter married Corne- 
llus Vanderbilt, Jr. John McGhee, one of 
the originals of the feud, is a brother of 
Col. C. M. McGhee of New York, a direc- 
tor of the Southern Railway. At the meet- 
ing here on Tuesday Charley Jones was 
killed, Josh Jones was mortally shot, Cal 
Howard was shot three times and probably 
will die. Tom Howard, who seems to bear 
a charmed life, was stabbed in the arm, 
while several bullets grazed his clothing. 
Moultrie Jones and Dick Deuton, two other 
principals in the fight, escaped unhurt. 

At the last preceding duel, nearly three 
years ago, at the McGhee homestead, two 
of the Howards, Henry and Ernest, were 
Killed outright, and Tom Howard, one of 
the principals in Tuesday's tragedy, was 
seriously wounded 

The trouble started about five years ago, 
| when pretty Mollie McGhee eloped with 
Tom Howard, a poor mountain farmer. It 
is said that. John McGhee, the head of the 
Monroe County McGhee family, and a weal- 
thy man, swore that his daughter should 
never set foot in his home and that he 
| would kill Tom Howard.

The frequency and extent of these accidents—several oc- 
curring in a single day and in all parts of the city—shows 
that the etreet cars have become a coné@tant menace to human 
life. It ie of vital importance to the public that some action 
be taken by the authorities looking to a betterment of con- 
ditions. It would be a disgrace to St. Louis to permit the 
slaughter and maiming of citizens to continue without doing 
anything to punish those responsible and make the streets 
safer for the people.

Father Says She Is a User of Drugs, 
but Asylum Attendants Say She 
Never Asks for Any.

STOCKTON, Cal., Sept. 2.—Fashionable 
society in this city’ is shocked at the con- 
finement of Miss Mary Fraser, a reigning 
belle, in the Clarke Insane Asylum. She was 
sent there on the testimony of her father 
and brother, after a family quarrel. Other 
members of the family and the public be- 
lieve she is sane. 

The father, T. B. Fraser, makes as 
tounding charges in explaining her plight, 
He is one of the richest men tn the city. 

After the death of his first wife his 
daughter Maty teok charge of his home. 
She was refined and highly educated. Not 


long ago her father married a sé@cond time. 
Then there Was trouble. A sister of Fraser's 
dead wife became 
ened trouble. The girl denied indignantly 
the charges about drugs and other habits 
and said that her stepmother made life in-

tolerable for her. 

The indignation of the town grew till her 
physician, Dr. C. 8. Bargent, admitted that 
the young lady was not insane. He said to 


a Post-Dispatch reporter: 


“Her father and brother told me of her 
habits and temper. I did not see any of this 
myseif, but it was wholly upon the ree- 
ommendation of her father and brother that 


I advised ee her to an asylum. The 
judge who sent her to the inatitution did 
not see her. 

Hier father said: ‘“‘We are sure that re- 
straint is to her advantage. A few 
months’ treatment will restore her to Nealth 
and sound mind, The troubles are the re- 
sult of vears of évil practices, We took 
her to the asylum in the night to avoid 
i humility of going there in the day 

1e. 

The story told by the servants of the 
house of the night that they took the girl 
away from her home are sensational. she 
had been out calling and returned about 
10 o'clock and went to her room. A little 
after midnight her father went to the room 
and told her that he had decided that she 
should go to the asylum. She did not 
want to go and told him so. He said she 
must go, and the discussion of the matter 
aroused the house. Finally, Miss Fraser 
ran downstairs into the dining room and 
in her rage seized a costly puneh bowl, be- 
longing to her stepmother, and amashed it 
on the floor. She was seized by two at- 
tendants and taken to the carriage. 

The physicians who recommended that 
she be confined have, made public a state- 
ment that she is no user of drugs. At 
the hospital the ye ter was told that tn 
all the weeks she had been thefe she has 
never asked for any drugs.

a prayer by Reeder, his advocates punctuat- 

ing the prayer with fervent “‘Amens.” 

While these services were on several mem- 
bers of the congregation slipped out into 
the night. There was an open window be- 


hind the pulpit. On the sill of this window 
the muzzles of several pistols rested for a 
moment, then all flashed together. Reeder 
and Williams fell, the former being shot 
through the middle of the back. A panic 
seized the audience, but there was no more 
bloodshed. Friends. of Reeder captured ten 
members of the conare ation, and they are 
in jail, charged wit the shooting. 

Nearly every Sunday there have been 
rows in which many heads were broken 
with sticks, women fighting and scratching 
with the men. Reeder has been the favorite 
of the larger part of the women.

“We have shutdown our Joliet plant for 
lack of orders. We shall be compelled to 
shut other mills within the next ten days 
for the same reason, although we hope te 
continue most of our milis in operation. 

“As the presidential election approaches, 
many of our best customers ere postponing 
purchases for the reason, as they state, 
they wish to wait until they are certain of 
the result of the election before placing 
any large orders.”’

A., destruction in the 
battle of Tien-Tsin. 

To his heroism 
doubtless owes its existence to-day. 

At daybreak July 13 the allies,with a force 
of about 6000 men, commenced the attack 
under command of Brigadier General Dur- 
ward, British. 

The Japanese, supported by the English, 
were sent forward to dislodge the big horde 
of Chinese holding the huge wall, some 
twelve feet high and five feet. wide, that 
surrounds Tien-Tsin, and force the strong- 
ly defended gate. 

The Chinese met 
bombardment and shortly 
attacking army found itself subjected to a 
withering crossfire from a fortified mud vil- 
lage to the right. 

General Durward ordered the Americans 
forward to cover the British and Japanese 
and stop this terrible flank fire.

When Illinois was yet a wilderness and 
held but few white settlements the lead 
Mines along the Rock river were worked 
through the summer by white people who 
ime from around on the Ohio river and 
ffom the white trading posts and settic- 
fhents at Cahokia, 8t. Louls and Kaskas- 
Ria. These people went up the river every 
Spring, worked through the summer and fied 
down the river when the winter came. This 
Bpring-coming and fall-going upon the part 
Of the white people struck the Indians as 
following so closely the habits of the 
sucker fish in the river that they always 
called the white miners “Suckers, from 
which fame the atill-obtaining nickname 

The migrating miner has not been seen 
upon the river now in almost a hundred 
years and the sucker fish is rare. He is a 
long, slim fish with a long. sharp nose, and 
fishermen sometimes catch one almost a

In time of freshet the level country above 
the rapids had always become a vast lake, 
but the fall in the stream at the rapids 
would have been sufficient to relieve that 
drowned area of its surplus water if it were 
not for another stream, the Pinekill. Tihfs 
stream comes down from the Sullivan Coun- 
ty hills with a swift flow and enters the 
Bashoskill at right angles some distance 
above the point where the fall of that 
Stream begins. The quantities of sand, 
drift, silt and other substances brought 
down by the Pinekill were deposited at its 
mouth and carried across the still waters 
of the Bashoskill, where they formed a dam 
which obstructed the flow that would have 
escaped the natural dam just and 
threw the water back every rainy spell, un- 
til the valley became a lake, thus

stroving the usefulness of one of the most. 


fertile areas in the state. 

For years the owners of that vast expanse 
of swamp had tried various plans to im- 
prove the drainage of the land, with little 
success until about five years ago, when 
they built a strong cribwork that manipu- 
lated the waters of the Pinekill so that the 
debris from that stream was carried direct- 
ly Into the Bashoskill rapids, thus prevent- 
ing it frem adding to the natural dam above 
the rapids, which dam, a passage being cut 
through it, permitted sufficient egress to 
the sluggish Bashoskill current to drain the 
low-lying lands of the valley. 


This simple plan was doing the long-

AVING been engaged in hiring men 
for the past 19 vears, I am by this 
time able to tell at a glance wheth- 

er or not the applicant before me will be 
Sultable for the work at which I wish to 
pout him. For Instance, 1 want only men 
weighing over 165 pounds for motormen. 
Should a man say he wants a place as mo- 
torman and I see that he does not come up 
to the required standard in weight, 1 tell 
him at once that I cannot use him. How- 
ever, if he appears to be the kind of man I! 
want fora conductor, T tell him I can give 
him employment in that capacity. , 

I have no particular system. I adapt my-

to circumstances. Of course I follow 
certain rules. We want only men of govd 
tharacter and they must have good refer- 
When I have picked out a man 
whom 1 think will fill the bill, 1 give him 
an application blank to fill out. On this 
blank he gives his age, physical condition, 
and at the same time I get*a Jine on his 
handwriting and spelling, and I have learn- 
ed by experience that a great deal can be 
told of a man’s character by his handwrit- 
ing. I scrutinize it carefully, and if the 
man’s answers are satisfactory I give him 
other blanks to be filled out. 

All of our motormen and conductors have 
to submit to a physical examination by the 
company’s physicians, This examination, 
while not so rigid as that of an insurance 
company, is conducted in such a manner 
that the names of men who are physical 
wrecks never get on our payrolls. 

I have here each day from 200 to 400 ap- 
plications by men who want to be motor- 
Of these I employ on 
an average of 25 men each day. The tore- 
men of the various divisions send to me 
every Monday morning the number of men 
they require. TI could fill these requisitions 
in a day, if we were not particular as to 
the kind of men we want. 

We have all kinds of men here every day. 
Thev range itn age from 16 years to 70. You 
would really be surprised to see some of the 
men who want to be conductors or motor- 
men. Just a few days ago, a  >nattily 
dressed gentleman appeared before me. I 
did not think for an Instant that he wanted 
to pull a bell cord ora car brake. I thougtit 
he was a business man who had probably 
called to ask -me to give a friend a place. 
When he told me that he had called to seek 
employment I was surprised. He had been 
in the cotton brokerage business tn Texas, 
he said, and he had failed. He had tried to 
get work at something for which he was 
fitted, but had been unsuccessful. He had 
good references and I hired him. He was 
nearly six feet In height and well propor- 
tioned. I gave him employment as a mo- 
torman and he is now running a car. We 
have many of this class of applicants. 

Most men want to be motormen. They 
prefer facing the storms of winter and the 
giaring heat of summer to assuming the 
responsibility Of handling the company's 
money. The conductors have more rules to 
observe than motormen.

CONSUMPTION KILLS PARIS POLICEMEN. 


: PARIS, Sept. 22. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 


HE Paris police authorities are se- 
verely exercised in their minds over 
the prevalence of consumption in the 

force. This discovery adds another to the 
already long list of unhealthy occupations. 

How prevalent the scourge is may be 
judged from the fact that out of a total of 
491 deaths in ten years 249 were due to pul- 
monary phthisis—almost one-half. 


The average annual strength of the Paris 
police force during the, same period was 
O78. There were 825 cases of invaliding. of 
which 230, or 28 per cent, were due to tuber- 
culosis, 

Among the post office and telegraph em- 
ployes consumption causes 25 per cent of 
the total number of invalids. gut the po- 
lice situation is very much’ graver than 
this by reason of the fact that it involves 
men picked out for their physical  supe- 
riority, whereas the postal and telegraph 
employes are subjected to no such test.

® tube postal service in St. Louls. 
Mr. Baumhoff's plan is to have an eight- 
inch tube running between the St. Louls 
post office and the East St. Louis Relay 
Depot; an eight-inch tube running from the 
St. Louis Union Station to the St. Louis 
post office; a six-inch tube running from 
the post office to the intersection of Arse- 
nal etrect with Broadway in South &8t. 
Louis; a six-inch tube running from the 
post office to the intersection of Olive street 
with Vandeventer avenue in West St. 
Louis, and thence southwest to the inter- 
section of Tower Grove avenue with the

* BHALL know much more about the

I have devoted considerable study to ap-

Louis, and have long ago concluded that

Thé plan I have submitted to the com- 
mittee for St. Louis is to have five separate 


tubes in the city. Two of these I would 
have eight-inch tubes, and the other three 
six inches in diameter. I would use the 
eight-inch tubes between the post office 
and the Union Station and the post office 
and the Ielay depot in East 8st. Léuts, 
running the East Sts Louis tube across the 
bridge and around to the past office via 
Washington avenue and Eighth street, all 
the/street work to be underground. The 
other large tube I would run from the post 
office south to Market street, and thence 
west to the Union §tation. The smaller 
tubes I would run to Broadway and Arsenal 
street, in South St. Louls, by way of the 
Cubbles block and Broadway; to Broadway 
and Grand avenue, in North St. Louis, by 
way of Olive street and Third street to its 
intersection with Broadway; and the third 
from the post office out Olive street and 
Lindell boulevard to Vandeventer avenue, 
and thence southwest via Vandeventer and 
the Old Manchester road to Tower Grove. 

I estimate that with such a system of 
tubes we could send to any of these sub- 
stations in a minute from the time the 
cartridge was placed in the tube at the 
post oftice. Allowing that a postal car- 
tridge occupies a minute in transit, let us 
illustrate the time-saving. merits of the 
pneumatic system with these comparisons: 

A mail trdin reaches the St. Louis Union 
Station to-day. The mail is hurriedly de- 
livered to the mail wagon, and the driver 
must deliver it at the post office in 15 min- 
utes from the time he received it at the 
train. Suppose the pneumatic tube service 
were established. The mail would be pitch- 
ed from the train and within two minutes 
would be placed in the cartridges and sent 
upon its way.to the post office, reaching 
us at the office before the mail wagon 
could get a block from the station. 

Then let us suppose that the mail comes 
in from the East and that the train bring- 
ing it passes through East St. Louls. From 
the East St. Louls Relay Depot to the Bt. 
Louis post office as the crow files is a 
slight fraction more than a mile. A train 
connecting the two points passes over 2.85 
miles of track. To catch a train with mail 
sat St. Louis now it is necessary to post the 
letter at the post office for five minutes be- 
fore the train leaves. Suppose we had the 
pneumatic tube service. A man reaches the 
post office with a letter going East. The 
train has already left the Union Station 
and is on its wa¥Y through the yards and 
across the bridge. The letter goes in a car- 
tridge and speeds to the East St. Louls de- 
pot within a minute's time, is taken out and 
placed upon the train when it arrives. 


There would be an equal saving of time in 
hauling mail taken from train at East St. 
Louls and sent across in the tube in ad- 
vance of the train. 

But neither the great beauty nor best 
merit of the pneumatic tube in postal work 
consists in the rapidity with which the car- 
tridge carries mall through the tubes. It is 
the continuousness of the carrying that 
gives the system its great practical worth. 
All mail now moves with the regular sched- 
ules of railroads and post offices. Mail 
trains leave at a certain hour, and mail 
carriers have certain times for leaving the 
post office to deliver upon their routes. If 
we miss a train~or a delivery a letter lays 
at its starting point for hours and, in some 
instances here in St. Louis, miore than an 
entire night. In addition, several mail 
trains arrive almost simultaneously, and 
the wagons dump a great pile of mail into 
the post office. The office becomes con- 
gested with work at the time, though there 
have been times through the day when no 
one in the distributing department had 
anything to do. 


The pneumatic tube service will do away 
with all these délays and spasmodic re- 
ceivings. The mail will reach the central 
post office of the city: piecemeal, and it will 
be shot out in the Same way and scarcely 
rest in the St. Louis office at all. It will be 
possible for us to give a citizen of St. 
Louis in ten minutes mall which, under 
the present system, we cannot deliver to 
him within less than twelve hours. 

Suppose there is a snow blockade and the 
street cars are blockaded or run irregular- 
ly at best. The mail delivery suffers and 
the people are thoroughly vexed. But if 
we had the pneumatic tube it could work 
away underground without interference and 
without delay in delivering the mails. 


The pneumatic tube has been applied to 
postal work in New York and _ Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia and Boston, but none of these 
cities have anything like a system. There 
is a tube connecting New Yerk and Brook- 
lyn via the Brooklyn bridge, and this is 
giving satisfaction. 

The pneumatic tube is the ultimate so- 
lution of the quick mall delivery problem. 
It may be some years before we see it, but 
the time is coming when the tube will suc- 
ceed the mail train and carry meil across 
the country between the great cities. A 
tube connecting St. Louls and Chicago, foe 
instance, may require several relays, but 
even at that it would enable us to reduce 
by more than half the best time the fast 
mail train can make.

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American composition is a mixture of sand 
and asphalt which forms a kind of artificlial 
sandstone which retains a rough surface. 
The bituminous limestone rock of Europe, 
however, takes a high polish under con- 
tinuous traftic and becomes exceedingly 
slippery, making it dangerous in bad 
weather. 

Asphaltum, which only recently has been 
made useful to man, was abundant in the 
very backyard of early Egyptian civiliza- 
tion, but the®re is no authentic record to 
show that the enlightened Ramese II or 
the other Pharaohs took advantage of the 
deposits. The shores of the Dead Sea in 
Palestine are covered in places with as- 
phaltum and it is abundant near the Cas- 
pian sea. Asphaltum also occurs in Brazil, 
Venezuela, the island, of Trinidad, Cuba 
and Mexico. In Europe it Is found in Val 
de Travers and different parts of Switzer- 
land and in Sicily. In the United States 
asphaltum has been found in Kentucky, 
Texas and the Indian Territory, but it is 
80 sandy as to be caifficult of preparation 
for commercial purposes. 


In the state of Bermudez, In Venezuela, 
and in the island of Trinidad, a_ British 
possession just off the Venezuelan coast 
and almost opposite the delta of the 
Orinoco river, asphaltum deposits assume 
the curious form of large lakes. In gen- 
eral appearance these deposits resemble a 
sea of black mud. This asphaltum is pure 
bitumen in nearly a solid form. The Trin- 
idad “lake"’ is about 115 acres in extent; 
that in Bermudez comprises about 1000 
acres. The surface is just sufficiently firm 
to support the weight of a man, and may 
be walked upon with ordinary precaution. 
It would not do to stand still In one place 
for a@ very great length of time, however, 
as there is danger that the person so doing 
would gradually sink out of sight. An 
article the weight of a fur grown man if 
lef in the “lake"’ over night, for inatance, 
would be swallowed up by morning. 

The Trinidad and Bermudez asphaltum 
is distinguished for its cohesiveness, This 
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makes {t valuable commercially, but would 
also make it exceedingly unpleasant for 
any one so thoughtless as to drop off to 
sleep cn the surface of one of the “‘lakes.”’ 
He might be chopped out all right in the 
morning and the sticky asphaltum pried off 
with a cold chisel, but the experience would 
be somewhat discomforting. 

The “lakes’’ have been sounded to a 
depth of over 200 feet and no _ bottom 
reached to the asphaltum, so it may safely 
be said that the supply is practically inex- 
haustible. As the stuff is dug out more of 
it slowly oozes up again Into the hole thus 
made, and in a short time, although car- 
loads may have been carted away, the 
surface of the “lake’’ is perfectly even, 
and there is no external evidence that the 
deposit has been disturbed. These deposits 
have been worked for years. Two-thirds 
of the asphaltum used on the streets of the 
citles of the United States has come from 
#hem, yet so far as outward appearances 
go they are the same, almost, as they were 
when the first carload was taken away. 

Asphaltum of good quality looks vers 
much like a poor grade of bituminous coal! 
On being refined it resembles coal tar. It 
is mixed with sand and carbonate of lim: 
at a high temperature and becomes th: 
asphalt which is spread upon the streets 
and makes the smooth, noiseless pavement 
which is the delight of the bicycle rider 
The cohesive quality, the attraction which 
the atoms have for each other in the Ber 
inudez and Trinidad and other high-grade 
ast~haltums, prevents granulation and con- 
sequent disintegration.

The discovery of these deposits was accl- 
dental. H. J. Simmons, superintendent of 
the Arizona & New Mexico Railway, was 
making excavations along the lines of this 
railroad near Clear Creek, Galveston Coun- 
ty, for rallroad purposes, when skeletons of 
whole families, with ivory beads and other 
objects of human handiwork, were found. 

Realizing the valuable and scientific char- 
acter of the find, a systematic search of the 
strata in the vicinity was made.

ered by the Guif of Mexico. The idea at 
once came to Mr. Simmons, on learning the 
extensive character of the human remains, 
that in the far distant past a tidal wave 
had occurred at the time the gulf covered 
more of that part of the country than at 
present, and that thes® bones were the re- 
mains of the thousands of human beings 
who had been drowned in the overfow of 
the waters of the gulf. 

Fividently these people were not mere 
barbarians, scattered thinly over the coun- 
try in temporary abodes and having no 
permanent home. The number of the skele- 
tons and their close proximity to one an- 
indicate that there existed here a 


populous community, and that In some far- 


other 


away age a people devoted to the pursuita 
of industry and skilled in the arts were 
living in a city having its institutions of 
government and social customs and some 
degree of civilization. This could not have 
been simply the site of a cemetery, for tho 
positions in which the skeletons were found 
proves that the persons were not buried 
after natural death, but were drowned, and 
afterward buried beneath the debris of the 
convulsion or hurriedly and in wholesale by 
their survivors. 

While all the skeletons were lying down, 
some were face up, others face down and 


many on the side. There was no regularity 
in their burial.’ It was the exception to find 
yne skeleton by itself. Usually two and 
‘iometimes three and four were found to- 
rether, In some instances as many as four- 
een being piled In a heap, as if a whole 
family had gathered to meet death and 
perished in one another's arms. 

Some of the skulls of these prehistoric 
Texans were of enormous size and the ma- 
jority of them had rather low foreheads. A 
singular fact observed was that while all 
the teeth were worn considerably, showing 
the use of hard food and age of the persons, 
there was in no case the slightest 4ndica- 
tion of decay—a different situation from 
that observed tn relics of more modern, but 
still prehistoric, Indians, among whom den- 
tal work was comparatively common.
